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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF DOMESTIC LITERATURE. 


OWEVER great isthe harveft, it can- 

not be faid that in the field of Livera- 
ture the labourers are few; there 1s doubt- 
lefs a confiderable inequality of ftrength 
among them, and fome, perhaps, are fcarce- 
ly worthy of their hire. Here, one fees with 
forrow an emulous, but too eager, ftrip- 
ling tie with hafty hands his theaf of un- 
ripened c rn, which, to his own a(tonifh- 
ment, foon fhrinks into worthleffnefs— 
there, the eye glows with indignation at the 
crafty veteran, who invades with furtive 
fickle the rich crop of his neighbour’s 
growth : altogether, the fcene is an inte- 
reiting one, and we fhall now take our 
{mi-annual furvey of it. 

HISTORY.

We are forry to 
vbferve, that fometimes the irritability of 
Mr Belfham’s temper does injuftice to the 
native goodnefs of his heart, and the 
loundnefs of his underftanding.

Certainly the treatife of a man who 
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has viewed with a moft penetrating and 
philofophic eye, the various parts which 
have been acted by political performers on 
the great theatre of Europe. Although, 
from the title-page of this work, one 
is led to expect a view of the inter- 
nal ftate of France, confined to a very 
limited pericd, the author has _pleaf- 
ingly difappointed his readers, by taking 
a comprehentfive, telefcopic furvey of the 
French Republic, antecedent to the Re- 
volution, together with its numerous con- 
neétions and dependencies. Mr. Haute- 
rive ridicules thofe political fpeculators, 
who confider the Revolution as having 
been brought about by the more general 
influence of knowledge, by the agency of 
clubs, and the embarraflment of the 
French finances, &c.; thefe caules, fo 
fuddenly brought into action, were incom- 
menfurate with the magnitude of the ef- 
fe&t. He confiders it neceflary to take a 
more enlarged view of the fubject, and 
looks upon the philofophers who view the 
Revolution in this circum(cribed light, as 
« miftaking accidents for principles, and 
concomitant circumftances for caules.”"— 
What then, it will be afked, is that all- 
powerful principle, which has efcaped the 
refearch of former inveftigators, but which 
this author, or more fuccefsful theorift, has 
detected ? * The firlt, the moft ancient, 
and moft effential caufe of the Revolution, 
has arifen fiom the aétion of the com- 
mercial fyfiem, and the fpirit of indu'try, 
on the focial fyitem of ail the nations ia 
Europe.” The manner in which this dif 
izi fe a&ted with tuch fatal 
organizing caule Tie veer 
force, fo unceafingly, fo uniformly 
why it acted mofe potently and coher 
effectually in France than 1 any rhe 
country in Europe, are quettions, for 
folution of which we mutt refer al Se 
hook i felf, which, after making allow- 
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made, for the author's ftrong prejudices in 
favour of his native country, will be found 
to difplay fuch a fund of political and 
commercial knowledge, and particularly 
fuch a view of the interefts and difpofirions 
of France, with refpeSt to Great Britain, 
as muft render it valuable and important. 
One makes no hefitation in clafling un- 
der the head of Hiftory “* The Picture of 
Peterfburgh, from the German of Henry 
STORCH ;"" it certainly is an hiftorical pic- 
ture, and is the production cf no common 
artift: the objects are alive, and one {es 
the very motion of them as in a camera 
odfcura. ML. Storch refided many years in 
Peterfburgh, and enjoyed an oppoitunity, 
by which he negle&ted not to profit, of 
frequenting focieties of all ranks and con- 
ditions ; he excels in that moft difficult of 
all defcriptions, the defcription of men, 
manners, and amufements: he fixes the 
attention of his readers by the relation of 
a thoufand litle particulars in domettic 
habits and incidents in private life; which 
Hiftory fometimes thinks it beneath the 
dignity of her volume to have recorded in 
its pages. 
he Winter of St. Peterfburg is the 
bet feafon of the year: the Ruflians en- 
joy it, and feemed to revive at its ap- 
proach: tiavelling is rendered commo- 
dious and agreeable by excellent fledge- 
roads, and whatever degree of cold the 
thermometer indicat«s, the Ruffian is well 
prepared to refift it abroad by his cap, fur 
muff, and boots lined with flannel ; and 
at home, by his double doors and win- 
dows, his felt-covered carpets and well- 
conftruéted ftoves. When the double win- 
dows are put up, the joints and interftices 
are caulked, and neatly patted with the 
border of the paper with Bs the room is 
hung : this precaution, M. Storch informs 
us, not only protects againft cold and 
wind, but fecures a free profpeét even in 
the depth cf winter, as the panes of glais 
are-then never encrufted with ice. From 
this apparatus it appears, and the remark 
is worth making, that the Ruffians have 
long fince found out by their feelings, what 
a modein philotcpher of the higheft emi- 
nence in Europe, Count Rumfor.i, ditco- 
vered only by a feries of delicate and well- 
eonde-tted experimen's, namely, that air 
is a perfectly non-conductor cf heat. * 
The tpiing at Peterfburgh is fo fhort, as 
{earcely to be reckoned one of the feafons : 
March and April are plealant months, but 
the air is keen, and the Neva is frequently 
Hill covered with ice. In the monh of

tion, but its fine warm evenings are en 
joyed with inconceivable zeft, « Walking 
parties are met every where | 
attended by mufic: Ai the sah 
of the Neva, and over all the canals, boats 
are gliding, from which refound the fimole 
melody of the popular ballads, as fang by 
the watermen.””» An autumn fucceeds 
which renders Peterfburg one of the mot 
hideous corners of the earch : the horizon, 
over{pread with dark heavy clouds, throws 
a twilight gloom over the already thorten. 
ed days, and inceflant rains, only diver‘. 
fied with ftorms and tempefts, tender it 
altogether dreary and comfortlefs, 

Hofpitality is herea highly cultivated 
virtue ; ‘¢ the particular time when the 
affluent Peterfourgher withes moftly to be 
vifited, is exaétly that which, in Germany 
for inftance, is moft feduloufly avoided,— 
dinner-time and fupper-time.”” A young 
man at Peterfburg, poffeffing any tolerable 
talents for fociety, is entirely relieved from 
the trouble of houfekeeping ; and it is 
confidered by no means difreputable for 
him to eat and drink every day at the 
table of thofe families to wich he has had 
the honer of an introduction. This fyftem 
of domeltic hofpitalizy is by perfons of 
rank extended toa degree of public lite- 
rality, of which, in this country, we can 
{carcely form an idea. ‘* The country- 
{eats of the two Narithkin, deferve parti- 
cular notice, as being frequented on Sun- 
days by great numbers of the higher clalfes 
A friendly invitation, in four different lan- 
guages, infcribed over the entrance to the 
grounds, authorizes every one of decent 
appearance and behaviour, to amule him- 
{elf there in whatever way he pleafes, with- 
out fear or mo'eftation. In feyeral pe 
lions are muficians for the benefit 0 thofe 
who chufe to dance ; in others are chairs 
and fophas, ready for the reception of a" 
party who with to recreate themfelves y 
fedate converfation, after roaming we 
with the great throng; fome partics yo 4 
to the fwings, the bonding ty Lakes 
other diverfions ; on the canalsand © 
are gondolas, fome conftrudted for one 
others for failing ; and, if all this bles 
enough, refrefhments are fpread el 
in particular aleoees or are hand 
by fervants in livery.”

Eig.” When a man has fubmitted to the 
jsbour, and borne the expence of col- 
jing materials for an hittorical work— 
when he has aétually devoted many toil- 
fome hours to the execution of it, and ex- 
perienced that honourable anxizty for its 
future reception in the world which every 
emulous mind feels with proportionate 
acutenefs, he cannot but in fome meadure 
be mortified to learn, that his labours 
have been anticipated by a rival, in every 
way competent to the undertaking. 
Damped, however, as his ardour may .be 
for the moment, it is not to be expected, 
or indeed defived, that he fhould defitt 
from the profecution of his work: for 
although the grand hiftorical faéis to be 
related muft ever be the fame, the in- 
ferences to be drawn from them are ex- 
tremely various: the fame recorded nar- 
sative of events and characters of men, 
may poflibly make even an oppofite im- 
prefion on two hiftorians of equally cool 
and unbiafled judgment. It appears, from 
the preface to Mr. Naylor’s work, that 
the greater part of it was ready for the 
a before he was apprized of Mr.

did I fee his Hiftory of the Helvetic Con- 
federacy advertized, than I laid down my 
pen, determined to wait for the appear- 
ance of that work before I finally decided 
on the deftiny of my own; finding, how- 
ever, that Mr. Plarita’s view of things 
differed materially from mine, and that 
we frequently confidered the fame objec 
i an oppofite light, I faw no reafon to 
abandon my plan.

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Helvetic hifory, as the. charaSter. of .the 
Swifs underwent a material change after 
the commencement ‘of the Zuric Wars 
the firength of the Confederacy was inv. 
paired, though its members were en- 
crealed, The reception of thefe volumes 
will decide the hiftorian as to his future 
labours: he fays, that his long refidence 
on the Continent has afforded him an op- 
portunity of following the Revolutions 
both of Swifferland and Italy, through ai} 
their maze of horrors, and that papers of 
the utmoft importance are probably within 
his reach. 

There are few countries—perhaps there 
is no one—in whofe annals are recorded 
more noble achievements—more_ roman+ 
tic exploits, than Helyetia: no people 
have fought harder. battles for their Ji, 
berties than the Swifs: and none ever 
enjoyed their well-earned independence 
with more dignity and moderation. The 
hiftory of fuch a people mutt ever be ine 
terelting and ever inftructive, We hope, 
therefore, that Mr. Naylor will be en3 
couraged, by a flattering reception of thefe 
volumes, to proceed in a work for which 
he is fo well qualified. Many .curiaus 
anecdctes and interefting remarks. occupy 
in the view of manners which prevailed in 
Swifferland during the fifteenth century ; 
the following is worth relating, for the 
opportunity which it affords of exhibiting 
the fimplicity of Swifs. manners in a much 
later period :—‘‘ There are few countries 
in modern Europe, where the licentiouf- 
nefs of the women is carried to a greater 
excefs.”°—-“* When a man became the re« 
puted father of children, which he fups 

fed were not his own, or when a daugh- 
ter, led aftray by paffion, returned to the 
paternal roof, with an offspring umfanc- 
tioned by law, in either cafe the hufband 
and parent exclaimed, Ef iff Gottes. wille! 
(It is the will of God!) and thus recon- 
ciled themfelves to their misfortunes with 
the fame degree of refignation with which 
they would have fupported any other of 
the unavoidable evils of life.” / 

This brings to our recollection a cu- 
rious anecdote, related by Count Stolberz, 
in his Travels through Swifferland, and 
oa his authority we give it:—he tells us 
that in anciert times a cuftom was intro- 
duced in the German diftritts of the 
Canton of Berne, that a maiden, having 
once received the Sacrament, thould leave. 
open her chamber-door every Saturday 
evening for the reception of a young man 
in bed: thefe nightly vilics are fatd to 
have been feldom attended with any vio- 
lation of chaftity: this was called going- 
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to kilt or kilp; [kilten or kilpin is a phrafe 
which only fignified a vifit after fupper.] 
This ‘cuftom is yet (1791) continued, but 
the paffions of the young couple are not 
at prefent under fuch fevere difcipline as 
formerly : it is difreputable, however, for 
a village girl to admit a fecond lover be- 
fore the difmiffal of her firft, but fhe may 
have feveral lovers in a fhort time, with- 
out incurring blame! Should fhe prove 
with child, the feducer muft marry her, 
but the lady feldom knows who is the 
father of it, and is at liberty to choofe on 
which among them fhe pleaifes to confer 
the honour: the old men encourage this 
practice, and the moft {ober matron does 
not blufh at it. The women of Berne 
make faithful and affectionate wives, and 
are not afhamed at the follies they have 
committed before marriage. 

«* An Hiftorical Tour in Monmouth- 
fhire, illuftrated with Views, by Sir R. C. 
Hoare, Baronet, a New Map of the 
County, and other Engravings: by W. 
Coxe, A.M. &c.” The public will 
open thefe volumes with the anticipation 
of confiderable entertainment and inftruc- 
tion: asa traveller and an hiftorian Mr. 
Coxe has evinced fuch various knowledge, 
and fuch perfcvering fpirit of refearch, 
that no one will queftion his qualifica- 
tions for the prefent undertaking. The 
plan of this work originated in an acci- 
dental excurfion into Monmouthhhire, 
where the author, delighted wich the b-au- 
ties of the fcenery, and imprefled with 
the picturefque ruins of ancient caftks, 
memorable in the annals of hiftory, con- 
ceived that a particular notice, combining 
the hiftory and defcription of the county 
could not fail to be generally interefticg. 
He does not profefs to give a regular 
hiftory of Monmouthfhire, but a defcsip- 
tion of the principal places, intermixed 
with hiftorical relations and biographical 
memoirs: Mr. Coxe indulges his tafte for 
antiquatian Jore with more moderation 
than many county tourifts, under the 
weight of whofe ponderous works we have 
fometimes groaned: he felects with ju'g- 
ment and with tafte, omitting no infor- 
mation which is curious and intereiting, 
and declining to infert any which is pue- 
rile and infignificant. Some preliminary 
fections afford a bird’s-eye view of the 
ancient hiftory of Monmouthfhire, and 
give a deicription of its rivers, hundreds, 
ep languages, fituation in the 

oman, Britifh, Saxon, and Norman pe- 
riods, and its reduction to an Englith

of antiquity, &e. We fearcely ever (aw 
a work more richly embellithed than the 
prefent: a fimple enumeration of the plates 
would occupy much room. Suffice it to 
fay, that no curious object or picturefque 
fcene elcaped the faithful—the indefati. 
gable—and very elegant pencil of Sir R. 
Hoare, whofe drawings have all been en- 
graven either by Mr. Byrne himfelf, or 
under his immediate direction. 

Sir RicHARD MusGRAVE has pub- 
lifhed a fecond edition of his “ Memoirs 
of the different Rebellions in Ireland.” 
This work is rendered fill heavier than 
the former, by a hiflory of the reforma- 
tion in Ireland, and confiderations on the 
means of extending its advantages therein. 

It has been remarked, that “ no per- 
formances more rapidly experience their 
merited fate than falfified or prejudiced 
hiftories.”” It is perfectly true that falf- 
fied or prejudiced hiftories are never ho- 
noured by the appeal of pofterior wnters, 
but fon fink into that utter contempt and 
oblivion to which they are deftined : fill, 
however, they oftentimes anfwer the pur- 
pofe of the author, whole folicitude about 
the opinion of pofterity is not likely to 
difturb him: he gee for 5 om 
that party fupports him: “he reigns 
mintotia that is May.” The ap- 
pearance of a fecond edition of this work 
corroborates the truth of the remark: the 
object of Sir Richard Mulgrave appeals 
to have been to kindle the expiring wen

Mr. Home, 
though not a military man by profeffion, 
ferved with the King’s troops, and par- 
ticipated in their adverfe fortune: he was 
taken prifoner at the battle of Falkirk, 
and during his captivity was an eye-wit- 
nels to fome of thofe events which he has 
now narrated. It is probable that the 
hiftory is, generally fpeaking, impartial 
and authentic: but it 1s dedicated to the 
King, and the conduct of the Duke of 
Cumberland, at the battle of Culloden, 
and the ufe which he made of his viéto 
are flurred over. Mr. Home very judi- 
cioufly commences his volume with an 
account of the exiraordinary manners and 
peculiar policy of the Highlanders: he 
attributes their attachment to the Houfe 
of Stewart to a fpirit of clanhhip, and 
not to any political or religious confider- 
ation. This is an interefting part of the 
work, and it is to be regretted that Mr. 
Home has not entered into the fubject 
more largely.

On thefe and fome other fubjeéts which 
have commonly occupied confiderab!e 
rcom in our Retrofpeét, we have fewer 
books than ufual to take notice of. The 
change is a good one, if the time and 
talent which have been fo often fquan- 
dered in political and theologic contro- 
verfies, fhall in future be employed in 
hiftorical refearch, or the cultivation of 
feience in any of its branches, the 
world will cer:ainly have no reatfon to 
repine; we are fufficiently verfed in po- 
lemics: much praétice has made us well 
nigh perfeé, and it is time that we fhould 
retire from the arena, where the duit that 
we kick up in our combats not only an- 
moys the fpectators, but fometimes pre- 
vents the antagonifts from feeing each 
other. 

Although we have not many books, 
to notice under this and the fucceeding 
divifion of our article, there are fome 
which well merit perufal. 

Mr. WaLKER has tranflated from the 
original manufcript of M. Mounier, a 
curicus traé& ‘*on the Influence attri- 
buted to Philofophers, Free-Mafons, and 
to the Illuminati, on the Revolution of 
France.” The author of this work was 
an active and eminent member of the firft

The former of thefe gentlemen has been 
particularly unfortunate: if our recol- 
leétion does not betray us, he has already 
been compelled to make a reluctant re- 
cantation of fome of his injurious alper- 
fions, and the Profeffor’s inaccuracy 1s 
ftill farther expofed by the prefent writer, 
on whom he had caft an imputation of 
having been initiated into the myfteries 
of mafonry: “ If what I have faid on the 
fubje& of free-mafonry fhould ever reach 
him (Profeffor Robifon) he will be furs 
prifed at the profane tone of my difcourte, 
in which I fhould not have indulged my- 
felf had I been of the number of the 
adepts.

Sir Frederic 
ftates the plan of a benefit fociety, which 
is eftablifhed on a very finple principle, in 
the county of Ayr in Scotland : it confilts 
of about fifty members, and is called the 
Penny or Halfpenny Society. It has no 
funds which can be embezzied ; but, when 
a brother is confined to his bed by fick- 
nefs, every member pays him a penny 
weekly ; and if he fhould be able to go 
out, but not to work, a half-penny.” 
We are furprifed at the refult of the cal- 
culation which Sir Frederic has given us 
of the number of thefe friendly focieties 
in England and Wales: he reckons the 
aggregate number of them to be 7200, 
which, on an average of 90 members for 
each club, makes a total of 648,000 per- 
fons, thus united for the relief of each 
other ! 

Sir Frederic has favoured the public 
with ** Eight Letters on the Peace, and 
on the Commerce and Manufactures of 
Great Britain,’ in which he oppofes thofe 
gloomy reprefentations which fome per- 
fons have thought fit to fketch of our fitu- 
ation, in confequence of the peace. This 
fubjeét has been fo elaborately difcufled 
in both Houfes of Parliament, and the 
fenfe of the nation is fo nearly unanimous 
on the fubjeét, that we éhall not fuffer it 
to occupy our pages on the prefent occa- 
fion, but content ourfelves with the fimple 
enumeration of a very few out of the great 
number of shilling and eighteen-penny 
pamphlets, in which the merits of the de- 
finitive treaty have been canvafled. “A

‘This work is written 
witha great deal of earneftnefs and elo- 
quence; it abounds with the moft liberal 
jentiments, his for one of its objeéts the 
conciliation ot difagrecing Chriftians, and 
is altogether fuch a work as we nad a 
right to expect from tie author of the 
Pidure of Chriftian Philotophy. 

‘¢ Elements of the Philolophy of the 
Mind, ant of Moral Philofophy; to 
which is prefixed, a Compendium of Logic, 
by Thomas Belhham.”’ This work is en- 
titled to the greateft refpeét: it is what an 
elementary work fhould be, diftinét in i's 
definitions, and lucid in its arrangements. 
Jt contains the fubflance of a courfe of 
lectures which the author delivered to 
his pupils. He avows his fole end to 
have been the inveltigation and diffufion 
of ufeful truth; and his defire not to in- 
fluence his pupils to adopt his own cpi- 
nions, but to excite in them a {pirit of 
enquiry, and to encourage them to think 
and to judge for themfelves. ** With 
this view, (he continues,) in all difput- 
able queftions, he has endeavoured to 

ftate the evidence, on both fides, with 
fairnefs and impartiality, and has in no

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cafe intentionally"omitted or mi 
arguments which have been produced iy 
favour of hypothefes, which appear to bin 
to be crronedus. Neverthelels, while he 
was folicitous to do juftice to the Opinions 
of others, he did not regard himfelf 45

Any one who takes up Mr. Belham’s 
Elemen's of the Philofophy of the Mind, 
will perceive that the author coyld have 
no other view than thofe which he pro- 
feffes in the publication of it: antagonit 
argumen's are always ftated with the ut. 
moft fairnefs and impartiality, and Mr, B. 
cannot be detected in one unhandfome 
hint, or illiberal infinuation, againt thofe 
from whom he differs in opinion. 

‘© The Principles of Morality, by 
GeorGe Evsor, Efq.” Thisis a very 
confuled and indigetted work: Mr. Enfr, 
or whatever is the author's real name, is 
a man of reading, but of little judgment, 
** Evidences of Scepticifms” would have 
been a more appropriate title to this vo- 
lume, than the Principles of Morality.” 

Mr. Tuomas TayYtor has tranflated 
from the Greek, “* The Metaphyfics of 
Ariftetle.””

NATURAL HISTORY, NATURAL 

PHILOSOPHY; PHYSICS. 

In a former Retrofpest we arnounced 
the firft andfecond volumes of Dr. Suaw’s 
“¢ General Zoclogy ;° that able and ver 
accurate Naturaliit has now completed a 
third, comprifing the Reptilia and Ser- 
pentes. The reptile takes three principal 
divifions, into Torteifes, Frogs, and Li- 
xards:; the Serpents torm one large tribe, 
and the four are comprehended under the 
general name of Ampbhidia. The Tor- 
toifes are {eparated, according to their na- 
tural divifion, into land Toroiles, of 
which 32 {pecies are here defcribed, and 
fea Tortoifes, or Turtles. The genus 
Rane has three fubdivifions, tho‘e called 
teads being one, and the other Hyle :— 
the number of Frogs here deicribed, in- 
cluding the Hylz, amount to 31, and the 
Toads to 21. he Lizard tribe is fepa- 
rated into nine divifions, befide the fingle 
genus Draco, of whicha feparate account 
is given: Dr. Shaw has thus arranged 
them, ex luding the Lacerta volans, which 
ftands before them all: 1. Crocodiles, fur- 
nifhed with very Rrong fcales.—2. Guanas, 
and other Lizards, eisher with ferrated or 
carinated backs and tails. —3. Cordyles, 
with denticulated, and fometimes foiny 
{cales, either on the body, tai!, or both.— 
4. Lizards, proper, {mooth, and the 
greater numbers furnifhed with broad 
{quare {cales, or plates, on the abdomen.— 
5. Chamaeleons, with granulated kin, 
Jarge head, and long milfile tongue, and 
cylindric tail.—6. Geckos, with granulat- 
e{ or tuberculated fkin, and lobated feet, 
with the toes lamellated bcneath.—7. 
Scinks, with fmooth fith-like fcales—8. 
Salamanders, Newts, or Ejfts, with {oft 
fkins, and of which fome are water Li- 
zards.——9. Snake Lizards, with extremely 
long bodies, very fhort legs, and minute 
fee.

This work will 
excite confiderable curiofity and intereft 
The generality of Chemifts have claffed 
the different fabftances under the mineral, 
vegetable, and animal kingdoms ; Monf. 
Fourcroy, feeling that this arrangement 
was ill adapted to the purpofes of Che- 
miftry, has adopted a different one, found- 
ing his claffification not on the external 
charaéters of natural bodies but on their 
chemical’ properties. Monf. Fourcroy 
informs us, that from a variety of trials 
it has refulted, that the chemical attrac- 
tion mutually exerted by bodies, may be 
employed as charateriftic of their relative 
arrangements, and by this difpofition 
alone, or the other thus introduced, they 
may ferve to trace in a manner no lefs ex- 
aét than precife, the whole of their chem!- 
cal properties.

In -the year 1789, Spallanzani went to 
Conftantinople, in the neighbourhood of 
which he continued eleven months ; 2n 
account of this journey is preferved in ma- 
nufcript, and we are happy to be in‘orm. 
ed by the Editor, thet the. public will 
{oon be gratified by a perufal of it. 

The laft work we have to mention un- 
der the head of Natural Hiftory, is a re- 
publication of Evetyn’s © Silva,” by 
Dr. HUNTER, with a great number of 
very valuable notes. Itis now abouta 
hundred and forty years fince the firft ap- 
pearance of this work ; and fuch was the 
effect of it, according to the prefent Edi- 
tor, that * many of the fhips which gave 
laws tothe whole world in the laft war, 
were conftruéted from oaks planted fcon 
after it made its appearance.” Mr. Eve- 
lyn was a moft accurate obferver, but he 
anteceded Linnzus, and of courfe had not 
the advantege of his fyftem: Mr. Evelyn 
grounded his claffification of trees on their 
re{peétive fruits. The walnut, hatel, 
avelons, &c. he denominates nucifere : 
cedars, furs, pines, &c. are feverally coni- 
fer, refinifere, and fquamifere. His 
pomifere are apples, pears, apricots, 
plums, &ce. and the baccitere, the holly, 
laurel, juniper, &c. Every thing which 
was underftood refpecting the rearing, 
cultivation, and nature of trees in general, 
and foreft trees in particular, at the time 
that Mr. Evelyn wrote, is to be found in 
his Silva ; and the {cientific labours of his 
Annotator fhew what farther advances 
have been made in that department of Na- 
tural Hiftory fince the time of his Author.

From a Biography of the Firlt Conful, 
we proceed,—as a noble initance of the ba- 
thos,—to that of an old woman now living 
at No. 5, Little Cheiterfield-ttreet, Mary- 
le-bone ! ‘* A Narrative of Sarah Shade”

increafe fince the ‘ inning of the eigh-

of the eighteenth century, it appears that 
rickets and fcrofula have been graduallyup- 
on the decline, butthat confumption, gout, 
lunacy, and palfy, have greatly increafed.

duaily uncovered, in the procefs of eva- 

ration, and more corrupted, and the 
sijuvia from them exhaled, by the interfe 
heat of the fun; and he confiders this fe- 
ver to differ only in malignity and fatality 
fiom thatof hot countries, in p:Oportion 
to the difference of climate. It has been 
found, however, in jome particular fea- 
fons in the neighbourhood of Lynn, more 
elpecial'y when a very hot and dry fum- 
mer ducceeded an inundation from the 
fea, to come near, in violence and malig- 
nity, to its appearance in many places be- 
tween the tropics. He concei.es the mi- 
afna to mix with the faliva, and thus to 
find its way into the ttomach; from 
which, if unfortunately it is not expelied 
by vomiting or purging, it is ablorbed 
by the inteitinal tube, and coataminates 
not only the contents and juices of that 
paflage, but the circulating fluids them- 
felves, thus producing the diizafe in its 
work variet'es. Whether Dr. Hamilton’s 
theory of the origin of this difeaie bea 
terable one or net, his mode of practice 
for the cure of it feems to be a very ra- 
tional one, and to have been genetally 
attended with fuccefs ;—the treatiles are 
all of them creditable to the author.

ong Negroes. The man who could 
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effeftually explore the caufe and cure of 
this difeate, fo fatal to Negrees, and % 
ruinous to their owners, would deferve a 
ftatue. «TI know of no calculation, (he 
continues, ) ot the general mortality of 
this difeafe, but it fometimes {weeps off 
one half cr more of the Negroes on a 
plantation.” As there is a {trong refem- 
blance between the fymptoms in Pica and 
Chlorotis, namely, niiis and palms of the 
hands becoming white; lips and gums 
quite pallid, fhewing the want of the red 
globules in the blood, attended with a 
defire of taking into the tomoch indigef 
title fubftances—as there is this refem- 
blance in the fymptcms, Dr. Dancer‘con- 
cludes, that there is a con%dcrable analogy 
between the dileafes t-einfelves, ard that 
however diffinilar may be the remote 
caufes, the proximate one mult be the 
fame : - As in chiorefis, it is evidently 
debility in the ftomach, ‘o it mutt in pica 
and dirt-eating.”” But furely Dr. Dancer 
has omitted to mark one obvious diftinc- 
tion be.ween the two cates: namely, that 
in pica, the eating indigeftible fubfances 
is tne caule of the difeafe, and in chlorofis, 
the defire for taking fuch fubftances into 
the ftomach, is the ef & of it. Dr. 
Dancer, however, juttly obferves, that 
when the major part, or a great number 
of Negroes, ona plantation, or new Ne- 
groe, on landing, take to dirt eating, it 
would be ridiculous to confider the difeafe 
as the effect of any confitutional circum- 
ftance. We muft fearch for the caufe 
elfewhere, and. we fhall find it no where 
but in the paffions. He tells us, that the 
Negroes on an eftate, from diffatisfaction, 
took to dirt-eating, and great nunthers of 
them died. The overieer being dilcharged 
the complaint ceafed, but the {urvivors de- 
clared, that if the overfeer had remained, 
they would all have given themfelves up 
to the fame fate! It may be inferred, 
from the whole of Dr. Dancer’s accouut, 
that difcontent among the Negroes, whe- 
ther arifing from a change of matter, at- 
torney, overieer, driver—from the dif- 
poffeffing them of their grounds or habi- 
tations—-frem the thifting their refidence, 
particularly from the lowlands to the 
mountains, or from whatever ether fource 
arifing, is general the proximare caule of 
this defolating malady. He thinks, how- 
ever, that the ‘nfluence of Odeah, or the 
terror of witchcraft, is a much more tre- 


went caufe than any; “this, at leait, 


mutt be fulpected, where there is NO ap- 
parent ground of complaint. When a 
Negroe conceives himielf to be under 
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every indifpofition he feels, he attributes 
to the effeSt of magic, and h:s exiftence 
becomes amifery. One cannot but fmile 
at the fimplenefs of Dr. Dancer, in pre- 
fcribing fuch a methodus medendi, as the 
following: “If, (‘ays he, with all the 
gravenefs and folemnity imaginable,) 
they appear to be under the influence 
of magic or fuperitition, the Obeah peo- 
ple fhould be tearched for, and brought 
to punifiment, and the bewitched Negroes 
foould be chrifiened! This is the beit, and 
perhaps the only way of completely exor- 
cifing them. Every thing fhou-d be done 
to render the practice intamovs: an odium 
fhould be attached to it, or rather thofe 
ewho can prowe themfelues defcended from 
Jamilies uncontaminated by this abborred 
wice, foculd be beld in honour.’ Ah, 
Dostor, thy medical treatment of the 
body may be good, but, alas! th-u 

Con’ ft not minifter to a mind difeafed, 
Pluck from the memory 4 rooted forrow ;

And, in the prefent initance, it unfor- 
tunately happens, that the poor ** pst-ent” 
cannot “ minifter to himielt.”” On #1 is 
very interelting and melancholy tubjeé, 
we fhall be excufed, if we make a thort 
extract further from Dr. Dancer's account: 
*¢ Whatever metives, (he fays,) aétu- 
ate thein to eat dirt, they always do it 
fecretly and clandeftinely. There is (carce 
a poffibility of detect.ng them, and they 
will never acknowledge it. Nothing can 
extort from them the confeffion, which 
fhews they are under the influence of iome 
horrible fuperitition, or bent on fume fell 
purpofe, I confider this difeale then, as 
fometimes a voluntary cne, proceeding 
from hopelefs, though perhaps caufeleis 
grief, and a determ:nation either to fhun 
er revenge certain evils, by felf-dettruc- 
tion. This purpofe is at firlt formed 
among a few gramdce prople, or thoie 
who have a great afvendancy over the 
minds of othe:s; and the rett tc low their 
example, by a kind of fafcination. When 
this once icizes them, they daily devour, 
with the moit voracious avidity, large 
quantities of earth, at firltof one kind 
only, attcrwards of every kind indi:cri- 
minately, and quickly fali into that de- 
plorable ftate of cachexy before deicribed, 
from which they are not by any means 
yst known to be recovered. Such is the 
Watuie or force of this infanity, (for in

VOYAGES, TRAVELS, AND TOURS. 

W: ought to have taken an earlier 
portunity of noticing Mr. HincxLey’s 
Tranflation of Profeffor Linx’s “ Travels 
in Portugal, and through France and 
Spain, &c.”* Thefe travels were under- 
taken merely with a {cientific view, and 
more particularly for the purpofe of ex. 
tending our acquaintance with the botany 
and mineralogy of the former kingdom, 
Materials are already collected for a 
Fauna et Flora Lufitanice, which, we 
are informed in the preface, are in a ftate 
of forwar.:neis for publication, We thall 
be chiefly indebted for the‘e materials to 
the indefatigable affiduity of Count Hoff- 
mannfegg, who feleéted Profeflur Link as 
the companion in his travels. The Count 
and the Pro feffor purfued their refearches 
together from the end of the fummer 
1797, till 1799, when the latter wag 
obliged to return to Hamburg, leaving 
the Count in Portugal, very induftrioufly 
employed in the iuvettigation of its natu- 
ral hiftory. Thefe travels are peculiarly 
interefling, as the kingdom of Portugal 
has ever been paflcd over with a fort of 
contempt by the generality of travellers— 
the country has been reprefented as con- 
taining little or nothing to intereft the 
philofopher and the man of f{cience, and 
the people, degraded at once by fuperti- 
tion and flavery, «s deftitute of the virtues 
and talents which are neceflary to raife 
them to the level of civilized fosiety. Ie 
does not appear, that during their refi- 
dence in Portugal the travellers had any 
idea of prefenting the public with th 
refult of their obfervations and refearches. 
«¢ But ({ays the Profefior, in examining 
the accounts) I found that no one had 
feen fo much of that country as ourfeives. 
I alfo perceived, that moft of the authors 
of thefe works were grolsly ignorant of 
the language, and gave m«ny falle ace 
counts, or fuch as were only applic.ble 
to the inhabitants of the metropous, but 
which they erroneoufly extended to the 
whole kingdom. In fhori, I iead ¢ no« 
thing but complaints again" the 1a2Ys 

: : ith Por cgucle, and 
bigotted, and thiev Buck: “ned 
faw, with grief, that no one hid welctt' 


the vales through which the Mino ae 
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the cultivation of which vies with that of 
England herielf; that no one had bheftowed 
due praife on the tolerart fpirit of the 
comm.n people, of which I had many 
plealing proofs; that to ene had pro- 
claimed the fecurity enjoyed in a country 
where, in my botanical excurfions, I laid 
mytelf down by the ro.d-fite in unknown 
fpots, and, exhaufted by the heat of the 
day, flept without care or apprehenfion. 
Thus I feized the pen to defend my 
friends, the Portuguefe, determining, im- 
pariially, to pourtiay their charatcter, 
their mode of live, and their agriculture, 
with which !aft my occupaticns rendered 
me intimately acquainted; till thus ‘a 
mere apology grew intoa book of travels.” 
Although this volume will be particular -, 
it will by no means be exclufively, in- 
terefting to the botanift and mine: alogift ; 
the policy, literature, language, trade, 
population, &c. «f Portuga! are enlarzed 
on, and anecdotes riuftrative of tiie cha- 
racter, manners, and propenfities of the 
people are abundantly irteriperfed; the 
work prefents altogether a much more 
favouracle, and we doubt not a much 
more jult, picture, both of the country, 
as to its natural and vegetabie produc- 
tions, and of the Portuzuefe themtelves 
as to their capacities, attainments, and 
difpofitions, than has ever been given us 
by any other traveller. A differtation is 
introduced on the literature of Portugal, 
and the Spanifh and Portuguefe languages, 
m which the author gives his prefe:ence 
to the latter. 

‘A Tour from Downing to Alfton- 
Moor, by Tuomas PENNANT, Efq.” 
This pofthumous work bears the fame ge- 
neral character with the many others 
which have proceeded from the pen of 
this celc<biated naturalift. The editor 
tells us that it was performed by Mr. 
Pennant in 1773: at the concluiion it 
conneéts with his fubfequent tours, and 
forms an introductory volume to that ex- 
cellent work, equally. if not more -in- 
terefting to the Enyiifh reader and the 
antiquarin. The pre‘ent was net only 

repared for the prefs by Mr. Pennont 
Piel but alfo its ecortinuation, to 
Hackfall and Fountain’s-Abbey, to Har- 
rogate and Braham Crags. This work 
the editor hop:s, at fome future period, 
to have permifiion to add to the silt of 
Mr. Pennant’s publications.

Thefe voyages rank Mr. Macker 
zie among our firit nautical adventures, 
perhaps as much {kill and {clence and 
certainly as daring and adventuroys a 
— has been difplayed by the writer of 
thele pages as by any Circumnavigator 
whofe name is recorded in the annals of 
our hiftory, It js true, however, and 
much to he lamented, that the voya 
was himfelf unacquainted with natural 
hiftory, and had no naturalift in his crew: 
in fhort, his crew confitted only of a few 
Indians and Canadian boatmen, who were 
paid by himielf, and his only veffel was 
his own canoe! Mr. Mackenzie, if he 
had effeéted nothing more, would have 
been entitled to high confideration for 
having proved that there is no pragticable 
north-weft paflage between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Ocear's. Although our voy- 
agers have ever been baffled in their 
attempts to find this paflage, they fill 
kept our hopes alive, and fo great would 
have been the importance of fuch a dif. 
covery, that the failure of their attempts 
did but ftimulate them to further exer- 
tions. The queftion is now, however, 
fettled, perhaps for ever. The firft of 
thefe voyages, from Montreal, on the 
River St Laurence, to the Frozen or 
Hyperborean Sea, was undertaken in the 
year 1789, chiefly for the purpofe of geo- 
graph‘cal difcovery: the fecond, which 
was undertaken in 1793, proceeds from 
the fame p'ace to the Pacific Ocean, and 
had for its objeét the enlargement of 
commerce. The publication of this vo- 
lume has been delayed for various rea 
fons. After the voyages were completed, 
the bufy aétive life of the author — 
him but little time for the purpofe 0 
arranging his materials, and when a 
opportunity, his diffidence deterred vi 
f-r he felt himfelf better qualified to 
perform the voyages than to wire an a¢-

‘* A Tranflation has appeared from the 
French of M. Sonnini’s Travels in 
Greece and Turkey, undertaken by Order 
of Louis XVI. and with the Authority af 
the Octoman Court.” M. Sonnini’s Tra- 
vels through Upper and Lower Egypt 
had a reception which fo far exceeded his 
moft finguine expeétations, that he has 
not heficated in fulfilling, as foon as pof- 
fible, his engagement to give an account 
of the other countries which he vifited 
after his Egyptian expedition. The pub- 
lic will certainly not be difappointed in 
whatever hopes it may indulge of the 
amufement and information to be found 
in thefe volumes; they difplay the fame 
accuracy of obfervation, folidity of judg- 
ment, and brilliancy of imagination, 
which ftamped fo high a value on the 
former produétion of this intelligent tra- 
veller. M. Sonnini draws a more fa- 
vourable portrait of the modern Greeks 
than moft travellers have done; de- 
bafed as the people of Greece are by the 
grinding defpotiim of the infolent and 
haughty Moflulman, ftill when M. Son~ 
nini makes a comparifon, or rather a 
contraft, between this people and the 
gloomy, treacherous, and dull natives 
of Egypt, we are charmed with the 
charaéer which we have been taught 
to defpile.

He 
conceives, however, that fhould foreign 
forces, fufficiently impofing to banifh fear, 
which, in weak minds, are infeparable 
from the uncertainty of fuecefs, make 
their appearance, not with projects of 
invafion, but as deliverers of Greece, in- 
furrection againft tyranny would become 
general—national aétivity would difplay 
all its refources—cohorts of courageous 
combatants would be formed on all fides 
— intelligent and active mariners would 
cover the fea with faft-failing veffels, 
which would rapidly carry fuccours and 
troops to all the points of the iflands and 
coafts that would become thofe of the whole 
nation—all would fecond and blefs their 
deliverers, The period when one of the 
fineft countries of the globe, that which 
is the richeft in precious recolleétions, 
fhall be fnatched from Ottoman defpotifm, 
is not perhaps far diftant. The tranfla- 
tion cf this volume is exceedingly well 
executed, and the plates are neatly en- 
graven ; they confift of a general chart of 
the Levant; the Firman of the Sultan 
Abdul-Ahhmed, delivered to M. Son- 
nini; the fpider-fcorpion, in its natural 
fize ; ferpents; three fih; and-the drefs 
of the women of the ifland of Argentura. 

The indefatigable Mr. WarRNER has 
juft publithed «* A Tourthrough the North- 
ern Counties of England and the Borders 
of Wales.” Thefe volumes are written 
on the plan of his Walks in Wales: they 
are very amufing, but the author writes 
with a rapidity which is inconfiftent with 
accuracy. 

*‘ Sketches of fome of the Southem 
Counties of Ireland, colleéted during a 
‘Tour in the Autumn of 1797, ina Series 
of Letters, by G. HoLmes.”” We have 
abundant tours over England, Wales, 
and Scotland, but know little, compara- 
tively {peaking, of the topography of 
that department of the empire to which 
we have recently given the fraternal em- 
brace.

Review of the Statutes and Ordinances 
of Affize, which have been eftablifhed in 
England from the Fourth Year of King 
John, 1202, to the Thirty-feventh Year 
of his prefent Majetty. By G. ATwoopn, 
Big. F. R.S.” In this woik is a vatt 
fund of information : the fubje&t is im- 
portant, and Mr. Atwood has treated it 
wih becoming care and caution. As the 
Legiflature of this Kingdom has for feve- 
ral centuries thought proper, by an affize, 
to endeavour to fecure the confumer of 
bread from impofition, and at the fame 
time to give to the manufacturer of it a 
fair compenfation for the time, labour, 
and capital which he employs, it is of the 
bigheft importance to afcertain by certain 
calculations, and by the aflumption of cer- 
tain average proportions, as exifting 1, be- 
tween a given meafure of corn and its 
weight; 2, between the weight of corn, 
and that of the flour it produces ; and 3, 
between the weight of flour, and that of 
the bread made and baked from it, fome 
fxed principles on which a table of affize 
may be equitably eftablifhed. Such, then, 
s the objest of Mr. Atwood’s work: he 
has declined, indeed, to offer any opinion 
tefpeting the proportion of allowance or 
profit which ought to be granted to the 
manufacturer of bread, but has endea- 
Voured to ftate, with precifion, what the

the law : but it is the obje& of the pre- 
fent publication to thew that he was un- 
juftly conviéted, in confequence of im- 
proper evidence having been received, 
and admiflible teftimony having been re- 
jected. 

We are happy to obferve that the fub- 
ject of the poor-laws continues to occupy 
the attention of feveral gentlemen of great 
ability, experience, and legal information. 
The Rev. Mr. Dup.ey, a Juttice of the 
peace for the county of Effex, has pub- 
lifhed ** A few Obfervations on the pre- 
fent State of the Poor, and the Defeéts of 
the Poor Laws; with fome Remarks up- 
on parochial Affeflments and Expendi- 
tures.” An anonymous writer of fome 
“© Remarks on the Poor Laws, &c.”" has 
given a concife but comprehenfive view of 
the laws which, in different periods of our 
hiitory, have been made for the relief and 
employment of the poor, and has pointed 
out ina very forcible, but difpaflionate 
manner, the abufes in which the prefent 
fyftem is involved, by the introduétion of 
the Law of Settlements, in the Reign of 
‘Charles II. and by the departure from the 
principles and regulations of the ftatute

POETRY. 

Mr. Topp has publithed a new edition 
of the poetical works of Milton. ‘This is 
an elaboraté work, and certainly a very 
valuable one. Mr. Todd prefented the 
public with a fpecimen of his quolifica- 
tions as an annotator, by the edition 
which he gave usa few years ago of Co- 
mus. 

“ Rural Tales, Ballads, and Songs, hy 
Ropert BLoomFie td.” It has fome- 
times been the fate of genius to ficken 
and to languifh, on being tranfplanted 
from the fhade of obfcurity and the cold 
foil of poverty, where it was indizenous, 
into a wiwmer fituation and a richer bed, 
where, however carefully tended, it ftill 
was exotic. The genius of Mr. Bloom- 
field has fuffered nothing from this remo- 
val, but, on the contrary, the fhoots whic's 
it has made are vigorous, and the blof- 
foms beautiful, and it is faying a great 
deal, that they have not, like fome culti- 
vated flowers, loft the fimplicity of their 
Original ftruSure. It is incompatible 
with the brevity of our article te admit 
{pecimens, or we fhould gladly have in- 
troduced Mr. Bloomfield’s Ode, flowing 
warin from his heart, on the Peace which 
had juft taken place, as the printing of his 
volume was on the poiut of comp!ction.—

The fick edision of this mitcellany, which 
appeared in the year 1790, was Rated by 
the author to be an atrempt to bieeeeil 
within the compafs of one volume al th 
mot beautiful fhort poems that had bie 
publithed in this country during the fix. 
teenth and feventecnth centuries 5 it was 
at the fame time flared that the comp etion 
of the plan had been prevented by the dif 
ficulty of procuring a fufficient ftock of 
materials. The prefent, which is a much 
more comprehenfive colleéticn, is divided 
into two parts, which have for their com. 
mon object “ to exhibit, by means of a 
regular fertes of foecimens, the rife and 
progrefs of our language, from the te:th 
to the latter end of the feventeenth cep. 
tury. In the former part, which termi- 
nates with the reien of Henry VIII the 
extracts are generally chofen with aview 
to picturefque defcription, or to the deli. 
reation of national manners ; whereas the 
fecond divifion cf the work is meant to 
exhibit the beft models that could be 
found, in each reign, of regular and finih- 
ed compofition. In the former; which con- 
fifts of very early fragments, it was thought 
that a few critic:! remarks, as well es 
biosraphical anecdotes, were abfolutely

“ Thoughts on Happinefs; a Poem, 
in foe books. ‘The author evinces con- 
jiderable tafte and imagination; but a 
chain of reafoning is better carried on in 
profe than in verte. 

“ The Poetical Works of the late 
Tuomas LitTtteE, Elq.*” This gen- 
tieman is ftated by the editor, in his pre- 
face, to have died in his one-and-twen- 
tieth year; and moft of thefe poems were 
written at fo early a period, that their 
errors may claim fome indulgence from 
the critic: ** their author,’’ it is conti- 
nued, **as unambitious as indolent, fcarce 
ever looked beyond the moment of com- 
pofition : he wrote as he pleafed, carelefs 
whether he pleafed, as he wrote.

his favourite poet is that of Verona, whom 
he conceives to be poflefied of more ge- 
nuine feeling than any of them. The 
{weetnefs and fimplicity of Catulius, are 
the fubject of juft admiration. 

It is with the greateft pleafure that we 
have feen, in two oétavo volumes, a col- 
lef&tion of ** The poetical Works of 
Hecror Macneitt, Efg.”

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MISCELLANIES, 

A fevere controverfy was carried on 
fome months ago by men of high emi- 
nence in the republic of letters, on the 
Important fubject of public education. 
It originated in a Sermon preached fo 
long fince as June, 1799, by Dr. Ren- 
nell, Matter of the Temple, at the ge- 
neral meeting of the charity-children 
in the metropolis, and which was af 
terwards publithed at the requeft of the 
Society for promoting Chriftian Know. 
ledge. In this fermon the Preacher 
adverted to the moft lamentable and 
notorious defectivenefs of Chriftian 
Education in many of our public 
{chools and other great feminaries of 
this nation, and on the elementary 
ignorance of Chriftianity, in which 
young men are permitted to remain in 
the greater part of our public inftita- 
tions.” When the fermon was printed, 
a long note was added on the fubject, 
wherein Dr. Rennell reprobated, with 
greater feverity, this general remiffs 
nefs on the part of our public educa» 
tors. Dr. Vincent, the learned and 
venerable Matter of Weitminfter, juftly’ 
conceived himfelf implicated in this 
fweeping cenfure, and was refoived to 
vindicate the charaétter, at leaft, of his 
own public fchool, when by the friend- 
ly interpofition of Dr. Gatkin, an ¢x- 


planation took place between the par- 


ties, and the matter was hufned. Since 
that time, fome reverend writers of 
great re{pectability, among whom were 
Dr. Randolph and Mr. Gifborne, ad- 
verted to the fame fubjeét in the fame 
tone of reproach: ftill, however, no 
further notice was taken of the bufinefé 
till the Bifiop of Meath attacked the 
degeneracy of our public fchools, from 
the fame pulpit and on the fame oc- 
cafion, which Dr: Rennell had, two 
years before, felected for that purpofe.

Dr. Vincent 
alfo tells us, that much additional in- 
ftruction is given, and he thus fairly 
and completely repels the fpccific charge 
of remifine(s in 1e] gious infru€tion, fo 
far as the {chool over which he prefides 
is concerned. But is this all? is not 
the charge more comprehenfive than 
the defence? That the boys tranflate 
the Greek Tefltament twoor three times 
a week—that prayers are regularly read 
in college, and at the boarding-houfes 
+that boys receive the facrament four 
times a year, having been previoufly 
Jeétured and prepared, &c. &c. is very 
true: but is that regular and vigilant 
attention paid to the moral conduc? of 
the boys, which we confider as a molt 
effential part of a religious education ? 
Dr. Vincent feems to glance at fuch a 
queftion as this, when he fays, it will 
be urged “that all this is without 
effeét, becaufe vice ftill exiitts. Doubt- 
lefs it does, in {choois as well as na- 
tions. Educationcanno moeextinguihh 
vice than law; but every good govern- 
ment, and eveiy good inftitution of 
Jearning, aim at the corrcétion of the 
governed. And if you afk whether 
‘we perceive the immediate effcét of our 
endeavours, I muft anfwer with hbefi- 
tation; for we caft our bread upon 
the waters, but we do not expect to 
find it till after many days. We ex- 
perience no inftantaneous conviction 
or converfion, nor do we hope it; and 
if we aflerted it, it might juftly be re- 
plied, that it is eafy to make boys or 
men hypocrites, but yery difficult to 
make them religious, As far as my 
own obiervation ferves, it is the feed 
fown which is to ripen for the harvett, 
when the ageof reflection fhall arrive.” 
Dr. Vincent has aijtogether acquitted 
himielf in a moft honourable manner, 
but he forgets, when he is talking to 
the Bithup of Meath and Dr. Rennell, 
that they are not his fcholars, but his 
equals: when he fhakes the rod oyer 
them, he expoies himfelf.

happy. This conftituted his fole am- 
bition, and he was jatisned with it. 
It is told of him, that when the north 
wind blew a tew days in fucceffion, he 
made haite to diminith the impotfts, leit 
the people fhould be unable to Support 
their weight. 

‘** His valour, which was unimpeach- 


able, did not dread any of the dangers 
of war, but he wanted conftancy to 


fupport the fatigues of it, while the 
accompanying misfortunes banifhed 
every idea of glory. Repofe appeared 
to him to be the fovereign good. He 
carried the paffion of love even into 
the theep-cote; and Jeanne de Laval, 
his fecond contort, was accultomed to 
tend a flock with him in the fields of 
Provence. Poetry conftituted his de- 
light, and painting his occupation: he 
has left fome pattoral and other produc- 
tions behind him. Aix, Avignon, 
Marteilies, and Lyons ftill contain 
fome of his pictures; he alfo painted 
miniatures at his leiture hours. He 
cultivated flowers and fruit, and is 
aid to have introduced feveral new 
Species of both into France. 

In Provence they love and ftill fearch 
for every thing that can recal the idea 
of King René, whofe name is never 
feparated from the idea of good. Many 
princes have been more re{pected, but 
none have ever been either more ami. 
able or more beloved. The goodnefs 
of our Louis XII. and Henry IV. {a- 
voured more of refleétion, but was lefs 
natural and lefs popular. On receiving 
intelligence of his demife, all the thops 
were fliut, while the temples refounded 
with fervent prayers and lamentable 
cries, The artifans and populace ran 
to the palace, to fee their beloved king 
ouce more, and bid him a laft adieu ; 
tenderly familiar with him after his 
ceath, as during his life, they prefled 
his cold hands between their own ; 
they killed and bathed them with their 
tears. All bewailed a friend; each in 
turn Joft a father. It was even nece(- 
jury to lteal away his body from Pro- 
vence, in order to tranfport it to An- 
gcrs, where he wifhed it to be depofit- 
eu in the tomb of his forefathers.”

A defcription of the grand events 
that have occurred in any nation can. 
not fail to be initruétive ; and it is na. 
tural to fuppofe, that the hiftory of 
fuch a country as Switzerland, mutt be 
peculiarly intereftin g to its inhabitants, 
The author, however, complains, in 
his Preface, that this ftudy is but little 
relithed among his fellow-citizens, and 
he attributes this neglect to. the native 
hiftorians, fome of whom are fo yolu. 
minous, that the rich alone can pure 
chafe, and idle men only read, them; 
while others have publithed fuch paltry 
abridgments, that they contain no 
more than an account of dates, and 
difguft by their drynefs. 

M. Favey divides his wogk into 
three parts:—The firlt treats of an- 
cient Helvetia, obliged, by turns, to 
fubmit to the Romans, the Kings of 
France, and the Emperors of Germany. 
The fecond difclofes the particulars of 
that revolution, which, at the begin- 
ning of the fourteenth century, pro- 
duced the liberty of the Swifs, and the 
Helvetic confederation. ‘Thethird de. 
{cribes the epoch of the reformation, 
or the revolution that took place in the 
religious opinions of a large portion 
of the nation; it extends to the prefent 
time, and concludes with the opening 
of the diet, in September, 2801. The 
following paflage will convey fome 
idea of the rett of the work :—

plied his forces, and varied his means 
of obtaining revenues. 

Switzerland, on the contrary, has 
fill remained within the narrow limits 
pointed out by nature; fle has beheld 
her various conftitutions alter for the 
worfe, and her itrength extenuated, by 
being portioned out into a multitude 
of little fates. Notwithitanding the 
profperity of the greater part of them, 
the admirable order prevalent in their 
interaal adminiftration—that fevere 
economy—that annuai increafe of 
Tiches—the increafing opulence of fo- 
ciety, and of individuals—it was eafy 
fora long time to difcern, not only a 
fenible alteration in the body politic, 
but even manifeit fymptoms of caduci- 
ty and decrepitude! Tie confedera- 
tion refembied one of thofe ruined edi- 
fices, liable to be overturned by the 
flightett commotion, It, however, ori 
ginally exhibited no common degree 
of luftre, and hath exifted, during fe- 
veral ages, with glory; but its exif- 
tence, its repofe, its happineis, depend- 
¢d on the equilibrium kept up be- 
tween the forces-of two neighbouring 
and rival powers. This equilibrium 
once gone, it was to be feared that the 
Swifs would ceafe to be independent.

The exile of M. Kotzebue, author 
of ** Mifanthropy and Repentance,” 
has occafioned fome noife, and excited 
confiderable feniation. Withing tore- 
turn to Ruilia with his famiiy, after an 
abfence of three years, he craved per- 
miffion from the late Emperor, who 
ordered a pafiport to be tran{mitted to 
Berlin for that purpofe. Under the 
faith of this imperial pledge of {afety, 
he accordingly commenced his jour- 
ney; but fcarcely had he arrived at 
the frontiers of the empire, wien he 
was carried off by certain perfons placed 
there on purpole, and conducted a pri- 
foner, by the orders of Paul, to Tobolik, 
in Siberia, without being told the mo- 
tive of his arreit and banifhment. He 
had not remained there, however, more 
than two months, when a courier an- 
nounced to him his liberation. 

On his arrival at Rececepargys the 
Emperor, in order to indemnify him, 
prefented him with 400 peafants, and, 
at the fame time, conferred on him an 
employment worth 5000 roubles a year. 
Afterthe death of the prince,who had at 
once oppreffed and enriched him, Kot- 
zebue was permitted to leave Ruiiia, 
complimented with a penfion, and pe- 
netrated, at the fame time, with the

Citizen Soulavie divides his work 
into ten principal epochs. The recal 
of the Count de Maurepas conttitutes 
the firft; the fecond dates from the re- 
integration of the parliaments; the 
third contains an account of the admi- 
niftration of Turgot, Maicfherbes, and 
St. Germain; the fourth comprehends 
the adminiftration of M. Necker; the 
fifth, fixth, feventh, eighth, ninth, and 
tenth embrace the war about the in‘e- 
pendence of America; the birth of the 
firft dauphin; the influence of the Queen 
in refpect to ftate affairs; the adminiitra- 
tion of Calonne; the convocation of 
the notables ; the fecond adminiftration 
of M. Necker ; and finally the coniti- 
tutional monarchy, which was foon 
after replaced by the repuhiic. 

Soulavie is at much pains to detail 
the private life of Louts XVI. * When 
this Prince afcended the throne ‘tays 
he) his Majefty bad {carceiy attained 
his twentieth year; but he had no turn 
for gallantry, and he avoided the com- 
pany of feducing women. All the 
French, however, remarked, that he 
was of the Bourbon race, and that he 
would demonftrate this in the fam 
manner as his predeceffors, when he 
bad attained the age of forty, and the 
Queen ceafed to charm him. 

The only paffion ever developed by 
Louis XVI. was that for the chace. 
This occupied his mind fo much, that 
when I vitited bis private apartments 
at Verfailles, after the roth of Augutt, 
I faw fix pictures dedicated to this fub- 
ject, in which the various epochs and 
feafons were defigned with creat fkili. 
The interior of the apartiments was 
dittributed in the following manner :

The life of Beaumarchais was a bu- 
fy one, replete with intrigues, quarrels, 
difputes, and hair-breadth efcapes, and 
therefore capable of affording enter. 
tainment, it not inftruction. On en- 
tering the lowly cottage where he 
drew his firft breath, we perceive him 
difdaining the humble trade that gave 
bread to his father, leaving the pater- 
nal dwelling with a guitar on his back, 
and amufing the peafantry in order to 
Soon after this, we 
behold him receiving admiffion into 
the palaces of kings, giving leffons on 
the harp to two princefles, and expe- 
riencing their liberality and protection. 

Beaumarchais, at length, became a 
politician, a contractor, and a poet. 
He alfo acted in the capacity of editor, 
or rather printer, of the works of Vol- 
taire; and when Prince Henvy of Pruf- 
fia examined his prefies at Fort Kell, 
in 1734, and aflitted in the typograph- 
cal labours with his own band, he 
found that he had been undefignealy 
compofing the following lines ia praile 
of himfelf :—

VOYAGES AND TRAVELS. 

“ Voyage en Italie,” &c.—A Jour- 
ney in Italy, by F. J. L. Meyer, a vol. 
8vo. 

Meyer travelled through Italy but 
avery fhort time before the French pe- 
netrated Into that delicious country, 
and he gives an interefting account of 
Venice, Rome, and Naples, at that 
epoch ; in the courfe of which he de- 
icribes the politicsof the governments, 
the {pirit and national character of the 
Inhabitants, the beauties of nature, 
and the monuments of the arts.

iS hie defign of our periodical Retro- 
fpe&t ot native and foreign litera- 
ture is to diftinguifh the advances of the 
liberal arts in different countries, and to 
give a comparative view of fcience in 
every region where intellect is refpected. 
Our readers will draw many important 
conclufions from thefe premifes: they 
will fee where the mind of man is dilated 
by its own inherent powers, and where it 
is contracted by exterior caufes: they 
will trace with pleafure the fources of 
mental vigour in private virtue, and poli- 
tical liberty ; and with pain the origin of 
intelle€tual infirmity in the vices of the 
individual, and the corruption of the ftate. 

It has been juftly obferved, that the 
arts and fciences were luxuriant on that 
foil alone which was fertile to liberty ; 
that the refinement of the Greeks, not- 
withftanding their poverty and fimplicity, 
was never approached by the effeminate 
Afiatics ; and, that after the conqueft of 
Alexander, when they loft their freedom, 
the fciences forfook their territory. 

At the beginning of the fifth century, 
the Roman empire was fubverted, and the 
Suevi took poffeflion of Spain; at the 
conclufion of the fixth, the Goths con- 
quered the whole country. Thefe were 
fucceeded by the Saracens at the com- 
mencement of the eighth century, who, 
with the exception of a mountainous dil- 
trict of Afturias and Bifcay, (in which 
the remains of the Goths took refuge) 
vanquifhed the entire peninfula. During 
nearly eight hundred years, thele northern 
fugitives contended with the partifans of 
Mahomet ; they fought for their country, 
their liberty, and their God, and thus the 
principles of civil and religious freedom 
were nurtured in the breafts of Spaniards, 
as the foundation on which their fecurity 
and their happinefs were to be eftablithed. 
From the energies which this glorious 
firuggle engendered arofe the fuperio- 
rity of the Spanifh people to every other 
nation of Europe during the fixteenth 
century. It was this that formed the vi- 
gorous minds of their dramatic poets, 
who fubftituted the ebullitions of nature 
for the infipid prolixity of oratorical de- 
clamation. At that period Spain was 
not lefs admired and beloved by her 
friends, than refpected and feared by her 
enemies. ‘To this triumph of reafon and

grefs of two hundred years, not one great 
writer has appeared ; Lopes de Vega, the 
contemporary of our immortal Shake. 
{peare, lived nearly a century, as if to pro- 
tract to the utmoft the duration of talent 
in his country: he has been fucceeded by 
a herd of fervile copyifts, to whom the 
divinity by which he was inlpired is 
whoily unknown. Even the monattic in- 
ftitutions, thofe boafted feminaries of 
learning, where they tell us Greek is as 
familiar to the brain, as the cowl to the 
tonfure; have produced little of late years 
but meagre tranflations from the French 
claffics, for which a {chool-boy would be 
affiamed to have recourfe in our public 
academic inftitutions. 

The circumftances which conduced to 
this unfavourable change in that country, 
when every other nation of Europe.culti- 
vated the liberal arts with increafing fuc- 
ce{s, is one of the moft curious and inte- 
refting enquiries of literary hiftory ; but 
to detail the caufes of the decline of learv- 
ing in Spain, is foreign to our purpole at 
this time; all we undertake is to afford 
fome general idea of the objects to which 
improvement is directed, and this duty 
we have endeavoured to perform in the fub- 
fequent catalogue.

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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF GERMAN LITERATURE. 





LTHOUGH the price of books has 
of late confiderably rifen in Germa- 
ny, yet we do not perceive that this cir- 
cumftance has, in the {malleft degree, lef- 
fened the number of new publications, the 
Catalogue of laft Eafter-fair being as vo- 
luminous as ufual, But, numerous as 
the new works are that have been brought 
tothe literary market, our readers muft not 
expeét to find the proportion of excellent 
publications greater than ufual. Whilft 
the vitiated tafte of the reading public 
contimues to exercife its baneful influence, 
it is but natural that the feribbling tribe 
fhould likewife continue amply to fupply 
it with food. But we flould be wanting 
in juftice, were we co deny, that amongtt 
the multitude of works that will be fooner 
buried in eternal oblivion than their infa- 
tusted manufacturers apprehend, there are 
fome that have a juft claim to immortali- 
ty; and others, the perufal of which will 
at leaft, in fome degree, indemnify the lo- 
ver of fcieace for the time beftowed upon 
it. 
THEOLOGY. 

Germany ftill continues to eclip¢ all 
ther Chiifian countries; by the liberal 
{pit of inquiry, which her divines fo 
laudably difplay, fully convinced that the 


religion of Chrift needs not to fhrink” 


from the moft rigorous and minute feru- 
uny, but, on the contrary, cannot but 
acquire additional fplendour by the invef- 
tigations of philofophical inquirers. The 
learned SinTENIs, of Anhalt Zerbit, who 
has already largely contributed to the pro- 
Motion of rational inquiry into the ge- 
Rune {pirit of the Chri(tian religion, and 
by his « Elpizon,”* and his ¢* Poftills,” 
has eff:fually furchered the caule of true 
Chritianity, has publifhed a new work, 
under the title of « Pitevon ; or, on the 

xiftence of God,” which will raife him 
yet higher in the opinion of thofe who 
alreacy elieem him as he deferves, for the 
manly ipirit with which he encounters 
the numerous’ difficulties that bigotry and 


fsQarifin are lil] oppofing to thofe ration- 


=~ and philanthropic ‘divines, who are 





zealoufly employed in the beneficial en- 
deavour to reltore the religion of Chrift to 
its priftine purity and fimplicity. To the 
prolific pen of the fame author, we are 
alfo indebted for ** Scenen aus dem Leben 
Jefu,” as well as for a new periodical 
work, which he calls “ Memorabilien,”. 
The chief aim which the author had in 
view, in compofing the former work, is 
the promotion of Chri(tian greatnefs and 
generofity among the believers in Chrift, 
by recommending to their imitation the 
excellent example of the holy Founder of 
our religion. He has fele&ted the mot 
affecting and ftriking fcenes from the life 
of Jefus Caritt, and treated his fubje& in 
fo mafterly a manner, that the hearts of his 
readers muft be very callous indeed, if 
they be not animated with the moft ac- 
tive defire of acquiring that purity and 
reatnefs which he fo amiably pourtrays, 


-and fo fkilfully exemplifies. The ‘ Me- 


morabilien’’ are executed upon a plan 
which is extremely well calculated for the 
wants of the clergy of our age, who are 
defirous of keeping pace with the fpirit of 
the times; it being chiefly intended to i]- 
luftrate, in practical tracts, a variety of 
ideas more or lefs known, the more gene- 
ral circulation and difcuffion of which the 
circum#ances of the age in which we are 
living, feem imperioufly to demand. It 
will, at the fame time, occafionally con- 
tain fermons on peculiarly delicate themes, 
that require to be handled with more cau- 
tion than the bulk of our pulpit-orators 
poffe(s. M. Sintenis has alio lately pub- 
lifhed a * Communion-book,”” that pro- 
mifes greatly to contribute to render the 
celebration of the Lord’s Supper more 
efficacious, and contribute to the improve-

“OVA «« New Library for Public Teace™ 
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of Religion’’ has been commenced by Dr. 
AHIESS, of Itzchoe, much upon the plan 
of thofe that were publifhed with fo nvuch 
applaufe, fome years ago, by Kraft, Er- 
nefti, and Déderlein, and promifes to give 
a very inftructive account of the lateft and 
moft valuable additions to the theological 
literature of Germany. 

The great number of religious contem- 
plations, in imitation of thofe by Sturm, 
which the Germans poflefs, have lately 
received a valuable addition from the pen 
of Dr. RosENMULLER, of Leipzig, who 
has publifhed the firft volume of ** Con- 
templations on the leading Doétrines of 
Religion for every Day in the Year.” 
The praétical manner and the perfpicuity 
with which he treats of the moft moment- 
ous truths of the Chriftian Religion, af- 
ford us every reafon to hope, that this 
work, which is to comprehend both the 
dogmatical and the practical part of the 
Chriftian fyftem, as unfolded in the Gof- 
pel, will prove a very — prefent 
to ferious readers of all clafles. 

Profeffor HENSLER, of Kiel, has pub- 
lifhed a new Tranflation of the “‘ Epitile 
of St. James,”’ and illuftrated it with ex- 
cellent annotations, chiefly calculated for 
the information of thofe that are not ac- 
quainted with the language of the origi- 
nal. The whole Epittle is divided into 
feétions, according to the different fubjects 
of which the Apofile treats. To each of 
thefe is prefixed a fummary of its contents, 
in order to enable the reader to furvey 
more eafily the conneétion ; and, where 
the context requires it, notes are fub- 
joined, in which every obfcurity is amply 
alluftrated. Thofe that are acquainted 
with the learned Profeflor’s exegetical me- 
rits, will furely be impatient to perufe this 
elaborate expofition of one of the moit 
beautiful =e | praétical parts of the Gof- 
pel. 

CANNABICH’s “ Lehrbuch der Chrift- 
lichen Religion” is a very ufeful popular 
work, it being chiefly intended to ex- 
pound the principal tenets of the Chriftian 
teligion to trades-people and peafants, a 
tafk which the venerable author has ably 
executed. 

But, whilft the promotion of the caufe 
of religion, wore the lower clafits, en- 
gages the attention of this and other Ger-

The learned Prof. Pautus, 0 
at length gratified the fepanice a 
the enlightened admirers of the Gofpel, in 
Germany, by the publication of the third 
volume of his elaborate “* Commenta 
on the Gofpels."* This volume concludes 
his laborious and comparative reprefenta- 
tion of the different accounts of Jefus 
Chrift, as they are related in the three firt 
Geipels, whofe authors appear, ina certain 
degree, to have derived their information 
from one fource. The author of this 
Commentary, in illuftrating this point, 
greatly eclipfes all anterior writers on the 
ame fubject, by the erudition, acutenels, 
and the happy gift of combination with 
which he has treated it. Many of his cri- 
tical obfervations are entirely new, and 
highly deferve the attention of all facred 
critics. 

De Luc's “ Letters on the Chiriftian 
Religion to Teller,” afford an additional 
proot of the fanatic phrenzy, and the Do- 
minican fpirit of perfecution, by which 
this author, juftly celebrated for his me- 
rits in natural philofophy, diigraces his 
talents. He feems, indeed, obttinately 
determined to convince the literary world, 
that he has completely attained to the age 
of dotage. 

MEDICINE. 

The conte between the Brunonians 
and Anti-Brunonians, and between the 
Vaccinfts and Anti-Vaccinitts, is’ fill 
warmly kept up in Germany; and, as 
the ableft medical writers are engaged in 
this literary warfare, it is not to be won- 
dered at, that but few new works, interett- 
ing to the unbiafed lovers of the (cience, 
have made their appearance at the lat ~ 
terary market.

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The “ Archiv fiir Geographie und 
Statiftick,”” which was begun in July, 
1801, has met with fuch general applauie, 
that the editors are enabled to continue 
it without interruption, notwithftanding 
the concurrence of feveral more periodical 
works of a like tenden y. 

The chief objeét of this publication is, 
to enable the lovers of geography and 
ftatiftics, as well as all thote that devote 
themfelves to the {cietices, and toa pub- 
lic life, to acquire, without great ex- 
pence, a fufficient knowled ge of the latelt 
geogiaphical and ftatifiical inveftigations 
and improvements, as well as of the lite- 
rature of thele interefting fciences. 

Two volumes of * Letters on Italy, 
written in the yeas 1748 and 1799,” 
have made fome fenfation in Germany ; 
but they do not contain much new infor- 
mation ; being, however, compofed in a 
pleafing and interetting ftyle, we cannot 
altogether pafs them over in filevce. 

More important is, efpecially now, 
when an almoft general rage for travelling 
prevails, a French tranflation of * Rri- 
GHaRT’S Guide for Travellers in Eu- 
rope,’ which has lately appeared at Wei- 
mar, in Saxony, in two volumes. ‘Tra- 
vellers will feel themfelves greatly in- 
debted to the worthy author, for the 
pains he has taken in revifing this valu- 
able work, before it was tranflated, un- 
der his immediate infpection, into a lan- 
guage, by means of which it has been 
rendered generally ufeful to travellers of 
all nations, who are defirous of traverfing 
Europ: for the purpofe of infiruétion and 
diverfi:n. The introdu&ien which is 
prefixed, is particularly uleful, as it con- 
tains prviiminary notices concerning 
every thins requifite for people who with 
to travel with eafe, comfort, and lecu- 
rity. 

We take equal pleafure in informing 
our readers, that Dr. Meyer, of Ham- 
burg, the learned author of the ‘* Frag- 
ments from Paris,” has publifhed a feries 
of “ Lerters fiom the Cepital aud the In- 
terior of France,” in two volumes. The 
firft volume defcribss the author’s journey 
from Hamburg to Paris, and contains a 
great variety of fhrewd and interetti g ob- 
fervations. ‘hefe volumes afford an ad- 
ditional proof, that every fubjeét, of 
wich tnis elegant and ph'loionhical writer 
treats, acquires additional intereft under 
his pen. 

“The Travels of Marco Paolo, in

Profeflor FiscHer, the celebrated au- 
thor of ** Travels in Spain,”” and other 
valuable works, has favoured the ublic 
with the firft volume of, «§ Conttibatiens 
towards a better Knowledge of the Spanith 
Poffetlions in South America, compiled 
from the Spanith, and accompanicd with 
explanatory Annnotations.”

HISTORY. 

The indefatigable zeal with which the 
Germans purfue hittorical inquiries, ren- 
ders this department of literature daily 
more interefting, and werthy the atten. 
tion of foreign lierati. Several new 
works, cf ths clafs, which have of late 
mide their appearance in Germany, af- 
ford manaifelt proofs of the perfeverance 
with which this f{cieuce continues to be 
cultivated. One of the moit interefting 
works, under this head, lately publithed, 
is undoubtedly. 

‘TI. F. Rorn’s Hittory of the Trade 
of Nuremberg, in 2 velumes.” 

Mr. Roth's work cannot, indeed, be 
faid to contain a complete and fatisfaétory 
hittory of the trade of this ancient and 
impcrtant imperial city ; but as he has 
collected, from authentic fources, a Co- 
pious ma(s of very interefting materials, 
that will prove eminently ufetul to a fu- 
tue hificrian, who may be inclined to 
treat of the fame fubject, he 1s, at leatt 
in this refpect, intided to the thanks of 
his countrymen. 

Profefior GaLLetti, of Goth, has 
prefented the public with an additional 
volume of his elaborate “ Compend ous 
Hiftory of the Worid.”’—(Kleime Welt- 
geich ¢.te). ae? 

The {cientific diligence of this e'egant 
and erudite author, feems tq increale with 
every additional v: lume ; and the — 
judgment which he difplays throughou 
the whole work, will, when once come 
pleted, render it deierving of @ — 
cuous place in the library of every JV 
of the hiftorical {ciences. h 

K. F. Becxer’s “ hiltory of $e 
World,” for children and their tgacher 
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of which the fecond volume has lately ap- 
eared, continues to delerve the appiaufe 
with which the firft voiume of this ufeful 
work was received. ‘The judicious felec- 
tion of the more important events, and 
the exce'lent method which the author ob- 
ferves, in adapting his account to the ca- 
pacity of his juvenile readers, diftinguith 
i very tavourably, among all other at- 
tempts of the fame naivre, lately made, to 
render the ftudy of hiltsry both infiruc- 
t.ve and intereiting to ‘he juvenile mind. 

Among the d:fferent works on the 
Prufiian monarchy, lately publifhed, we 
ditinguith the firft volume of ** I. F. 
KeirMeiER’S Hiltory of the Pruoffian 
Dominions, before and after their Con- 
jolidation into a Monarchy ;"’ which af- 
f rds great reafon to hope, that we fhall, 
in time, be gratified with a critical and 
fatistactory account uf the rapid progres 
which that intcre‘ting country has made 
ws culture and political importance. 

C. D. Voss, alieady honourably known, 
as an able hiftorical inquirer, has pub- 
liihed, ** A Sketch of the H.ftory of the 
Modern Siates of Europe,” for the ule of 
acidemical leftures, which contains a 
jummary furvey of the principal moments 
ot the hiftory of the middle ages and of 
the three laft centuries. Only the ac- 
Count of the two prior centuries, is ar- 
ranged in ethnographical order, wiilft 
the leading events of the eighteenh cen- 
tury are related in their chronological 
fucceflion. The execution cf this ufeful 
book refle&s great honour on the au- 
thor’s critical tatte. 

Profeflor ** SorGeEL’s Freymivhige 
D.ritellung der Gefchichte des Tages ;” 
i.e. Ingenuous Reprefentation of the Hil 
tory of the Day, continues to deierve she 
api laude of the unbisfled public, by the 
unrelerved franknefs witii Which the 
editor relates the moft remarkable poli- 
ticul occurrences of the day; the more 
eipeciaily, fince he has begun to add 
fhort ftatiftical differtatioas, which are «as 
inftruétive as they mutt prove interefting 
tothe :eaders of tiis periodical work. 

** The Spirit ot the molt rematkable 
Alliances, and Cenclufions of Peace, of 
the Eighteenth Century,” from the peo 
of C.D. Voss, wili be perufed with 
plesfure by {uch literati as devote their 
lucubrations to the ftudy of hiflory m 
general, and eith-r are not at leifure, or 
have not an opportunity to examine larger 
dinlomatical works; but the lively ftyle, 
in which the author writes, will render 
ths work equally interefting to lovers of 
hiilory in general. 


Whilft the German hiftorians laudably 
vie with each other, to provide palatable 
food for the fcientific lover of hiftory, 
they do not overlook the wants of the me- 
chanic and countryman; and it is with 
real plealure we notice here, * A Com- 
pendious Hiftory of the moft remarkaMe 
Events of the Eigiteenth Century, for 
Mcchanics and Peafants,” w ich bas lately 
made irs appearance at Leipzig, in tarce 
voluincs. 

This ufeful work manifeily bears the 
ftamp of laborious ref2orch, and of the 
pureit philanthrophy. Th author, whole 
name we could not learn, has moft {crue 
puloufly {elected only iuch occurrences as 
are peculiarly fit to afford initruétive 
amu'ement to the individual clafles of 
readeis, for whom his work is intended: 
but we mutt do him the juftice to obferve, 
that it will alfo be read with interett and 
benefit by readers of a more cultivated 
mind. 

The 33d Volume of ‘ ScHRocH’s 
Claffical Hiftory of the Chriftian Church,” 
affords additional proofs of the hberal 
manner of thinking, the pr found erudi- 
tion, and the indefatigable diligence of 
its venerable author, and evinces, that he 
jultly deferves the fame h: has acquired. 

Amongft the lefler publications, in the 
department of ecciefaftical hiftory, that 
have lately appe2red, we have to notice, 
a treatifc, by J. F. Gaas, croteflor of 
philofophy, in the univerfity of Pubngen, 
“ On the Parties again‘t whom the Chrif- 
tians had to conend, in the three firt 
Centuries, and in the beginning of the 
Fourth; in which the author difplays 
great erudition. This difquifition evi- 
dently proves, how necelliry it's, that 
we thould be very cireum/{pect in ftucly- 
ing and inquiring into the ancient hiftory 
of herely, and geea'ly tends to promote 
liberajity in our judgment of uch 
writers as have attempted, thongh not ai- 
ways fuccels‘ully, this part of eccielial- 
tical hiltory. The auther’s hints and ob-

The fourth and alt volume Hi 
tory of the Female Sex,"” by ngs

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doubt, but that a tranflation into Englith, 
would prove more acceptable to the fair 
fex. in this country, than all the taftelets 
and menftrous produtions of the romance 
kind, that have of late been tranfpianted 
into Englith foil, and only tend to bring 
German literature into difrepute with rea- 
ders, who require rational entertain- 
ment. 

The 6th volume of Von Tempue- 
HOFF’s Hiltory of the S:ven Years War 
in Germany,”’ which concludes that in- 
terefting work, has at length a peared. 

The {cient fic kno«l-dge of the mili- 
tzry art, which «he author difplays in this 
work, and the praétical leffons in taétics 
which it contains, mutt render it emi- 
nently inteelting t» all miliary men 
who are defirous of acquiring a {cientific 
knowledge of heir profeffion. 

Mr. K. A. ENGELHARDT, of Dref'en, 
has publifhed the fir vclume of a moit 
intereliing and inftruétive “ Hiltory of 
Saxony, for the Youths of that country ;”” 
m which he not only gives an elaborate 
hiftory o: the reign of the different princes 
of Saxony, but alfo lirgely expatiates up- 
en the progrets which civilization has 
made in that country, with refpeé to ge- 
ogriphy, domettic and moral improve- 
ment, to the manufactures, arts, and {ci- 
ences, as weil as to its religious and moral 
fiate. 

The * Zeitfchrift von un! fiir Un- 
garn,” a new periodical work, which is 
editing by L. von ScuEpius, a Hunga- 
rian nobleman, for the purpofe of pro- 
mting the knowledge of the hiltory, ge- 
ography, and literature of his country, 
contains a valiety of very interefling ar- 
ticles. 

The fi ft volume has been received with 
uncommon applau‘e; and the ability with 
which this publication is conducted, en- 
courages the moft fanguine hopes, that it 
will materially contribuie to render Hon 
gary more generally known, than it has 
hitnerto been.

The wo:thy RocHLITz has, with the 
fame view, prefented the public with an 
excellent work, in two volumes, intitled, 
‘6 Die Verwandren,” which contains the 
char.cters of pasticula:ly interetting men, 
repre'ented in the form of moral tales. 

The cageraefs with which the works of 
this able and clegant wriver are read in 
Germany, reider his endeavouis to cor- 
rect the vitiated tafie of the juvenile read- 
ing world doubly meritorious; an. it is 
deveutiy to be wifhed, that his example 
may be imi a'ed by other writers, who are 
now wafting their time end talents im the 
compotition of werks, that, at molt, will 
procure them eniy tranfient fame.

PHILOLOGY. 

The zeal with which this branch of 1i-

of I'terature, that have made their ap- 
pearince at the !aft fair. The additions 
tha: | ave been communicated to him from 
the excelleat Codex Sedano-Parifienfis, do 
not, indeed, poffefs any more the merit 
of novelty ; bat if confidered relatively, 
they may neverthelcf{s be called novel, 
with relpeét to the piffiges where they 
have been inferted by Mr. S. One of the 
moft important interpolations of this kind, 
is a fragment of Pangatis. 

Another work, tnat deferves being 
mentioned here is, ‘ Nemefius Eime- 
fenus de Naiura Hominis: Grace et 
Latine denio multo quam antea emenda- 
tius edidit, et anumadverfiones adjecit 
MarttuHat.” 

The editor exhibits, in this elaborate

In the department of Roman Literature 
which has been uncomm nly unproduc-

of Nurnberg. The editor’ has placed, 
oppofite to the original, in which he fol- 
lows Ernefti’s Recenfion, Gaza’s Greek 
tranflation.

that he has made his emendations with 
great judgment.

Engel’s eminent talents and refined tafte 
condefcends to employ his able pen in this 
field of literature, fo much overgrown 
with poifenous weeds, that the friend of 
virtue and humanity feels himfelf in- 
ftinStively impelled to avert his eyes in- 
dignantly from it. The great art which 
this elegant author difplays in this charm- 
ing fiction, and the harmony in the moft 
minute traits that diftinguith the different 
characters introduced in it, render it ex. 
tremely pl-afing to the difcerning reader, 
and tie valuable leffons of practical phi- 
lofophy with which it is interiperfed, will 
make even thofe that are uled to more 
fubftantial food confefs, that decies repe- 
tita placet. 

M. Fiscuer, of Berlin, honourably 
known by a moft interetting account of 
his late travels in Spain, is going to make 
the German public acquainted with a 
kind of Romances, in which the Spaniards 
avowedly excel ali other nations, and with 
this view has publithed the firft volume of 
a coilestion of * The Comical Romances 
of the Spaniards.” The elegance of Mr. 
Fifcher’s diétien, the comic humour 
with which he is endowed, and his inti- 
mite acquaintance with the Spanith lan- 
guage, have enabled him to give to his 
tranilation the appearance of an highly 
finifhed original.

** Die Launen der Liebe.”—TheWhims 
of Love—is a novel that deferves honour- 
able mention, the author having judi- 
cioufly chofen his materials, and ftrikingly 
pourtrayed his charaéters. 

The famous Lauckuarp, notorious 
for the memoirs of his life, written by 
himfelf, has publithed a volume of tales 
and novels, which, indeed, ftrongly evince 
the brilliancy of his genius, and the depth 
of his knowledge of man, but at the fame 
time manifeftly prove, that he is total!

The author of the novel “Carlo,” that 
has been received with mcre than com- 
mon applaufe in Germany, and is now 
tranflating into French, has produced 
another {pecimen of the elegance of his 
pen, intitied, * Natalia,” that cannot but 
greatly add to the tame he has already ac- 
quired.

HISTORY. 
YT is not to be expeéted that the 
at American prefles will be fo prolific 
in this department of literature as in 
many others more connected with 
the immediate wants of fociety, or 
prompted by the prevailing tatte of 
the people. We are pleafed to obferve 
an increafing attention to the compila- 
tion of hiftorical documents concerning 
the difcovery, fettlement, progrefs, and 
prefent condition of the feveral ftates 
which conftitute the union. Aad there 
is now every reafon to expect, that in 
a few years the number and value of 
them will be fuch as to reflect credit on 
the character of American Literature. 
“The Natural and Civil Hiftory of 
Vermont, by Samuel Williams, LL.D. Ge. 
though publithed {ome time ago, has 
Circulated fo little in proportion to Its 
Value, and is fo imperfectly known

abroad, as to. deferve to be particularly 
mentioned on this occafion, The na- 
ture of the work, as weil as the manner 
in which it is executed, place 1t among 
the moft important of the hiftorical 
monuments of this young country. 
That mode of hiftorical writing which 
combines the narration of political 
events with comprehentive views of the 
natural hiftory, the arts, {ciences, and 
manners of a nation, Js 2 modern im- 
provement, that deferves to be highly 
eftimated.

ever expects to finda regular 
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conneéted feries of important and ufe- 
ful faéts, arranged in chronological or- 
der, interfperfed with judicious reflec- 
tions, and narrated in a claffical and 
dignified ftyle, will find himfelf difap- 
pointed in the perufal of this work. It 
much more refembles the disjointed 
materials, thrown here and there, than 
the well-adjufted parts of a regular hif- 
tory. On the whole, notwithitanding 
this volume contains a fund of valu- 
able materials, we can hardly admit 
that it merits a confpicuous place 
among the hiftorical writings of this 
country. From careleffneis and hatte, 
or a want of an adequate knowledge 
of the force of words, arfd the ftruc- 
ture of language, there is throughout 
great obfcurity in the ftyle, and the 
writer is occafionally betrayed into ab- 
furdities, which excite the {mile of the 
reader. 

A valuable mafs of documents and 
materials, chiefly relative to the fettle- 
ment, antiquities, and progrefs of the 
colonies of North America, now the 
United States, is to be found in the 
*© Collections of the Maflachufetts Hif- 
torical Society for the Year 1800,” late- 
ly publifhed. This is the fecond vo- 
lume of a periodical publication, whofe 
plan we much approve, and which we 
hope to fee long and zealoufly conti- 
nued. The contents of the prefent 
volume, though lefs copious and diver- 
fified than the former, will be found to 
be ufeful to the hiftorian, and inftruc- 
tive to the general reader. 

POLITICS. 

In the United States of Amcrica, 
as might be expected, from the fpirit of 
freedom which pervades the federal 
conttitution, as well as thofe of the fe- 
veral ftates, a great portion of public 
attention is devoted to politics. The 
difputes and ftruggles of parties, infe- 
parable from popular governments, are 
often carried to an extravagant height. 
Yet, it muft be admitted, to the praife 
of the mild and pacific chara&er of 
the people, that tumults and riots are 
rarely heard of among them. The 
ftrife and altercations of competitors 
in elections, though often animated 
and accompanied with the exertion of 
every poffible effort confiftent with the 
peace of fociety, are commonly confined 
toa war of words, new{papers, and pam- 
phlets. The diftinstion of parties into 
republicans and federalifts is wel] under- 
fiood among people of information inEu- 

rope, as well as in America, The tri- 
2 
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umph of the former party, in the 
tion of Mr. Jefferfon to the prefdeecy 
and in a great majority of the ftate. 
elections which have occurred fince 
afcertains a decided preponderance of 
that political intereft throughout the 
union. In both houfes of the federal 
legiflature, the republicans out-number 
their opponents. An afcendancy fo 
complete as this, aided by the influence 
of the executive, will give the ftamp 
of republicanifm to all the meafures of 
the national government; and an op- 
portunity will now be afforded to the 
party in power to dilplay thofe princi. 
ples of patriotif, and that facred re. 
gard for the public good, which they 
have fo long profeffed, and for which 
they have fo perfeveringly contended, 
The calinnets of Mr. Jefferfon’s ad- 
miniftration,notwithftanding all the ani- 
mofity of his opponents, would proba- 
bly have been liable to little diftur- 
bance, if he had not, at his entrance 
on the duties of the prefidency, found 
nearly all the offices of honour and 
emolument in the hands of the fede- 
ralifts. It had been, moft unfortunate- 
ly, one of the maxims of the preceding 
adminiftration to appoint none to of- 
fice but fuch as embraced and prattifed 
federal principles. To correct the in- 
juftice and invidioufnefs of this fyfte- 
matic exclufion of one half of the com- 
munity from all the favours of go- 
vernment, and to lay the broadeft foun- 
dation of future harmony and content- 
ment among the people, he determined 
to deftroy this monopoly of office, and 
to eftablith an equilibrium between the 
parties as exact as circumftances would 
allow: for this purpofe, it became ne- 
ceflary to make removals of certain of- 
ficers from their places, and to appoint 
erfons of the oppofite political party 
in their ftead. ‘This duty, which the 
Prefident muft have found to be equal- 
ly painful and neceffary, excited the 
refentment and clamour of all thofe 
who had oppofed his eleétion. In one 
remarkable inftance of the removal of 
a cuftom-houfe-officer, at New Haven, 
in the ftate of Connecticut, a number 
of the merchants of thet city, 10 Very 
{trong terms, remonftrated againft that 
executive act, and urged the Prefident 
to revoke the new appointment. 4° 
this remonftrance of the merchants 0 
New Haven, the Prefident mae ei 
ply, ftating the rule and motives © he 
pait and future condu¢t, in aie 
ments to office, and his determinate 















to proceed no further than juftice to 
each party would require. This re- 
ply is diftinguifl.ed for its condefcen- 
fion, mildneis, refpect, and candid 
avowal of his intentions relative to the 
difpofal of offices. 

Soon after the publication of Mr. 
Jefferfon’s Anfwer to the Merchants, 
appeared ** An Examination of the 
Prefident’s Reply to the New Haven 
Remonitrance,” by an anonymous wri- 
ter, under the fignature of “ Lucius 
Junius Brutus.” In an Appendix 
to this pamphlet are contained the Pre- 
fident’s Inaugural Speech, the Remon- 
france of the Merchants of New Ha- 
ven, the Prefident’s Reply to them, and 
a lilt of removals from office and new 
appointments fince Mr. Jefferfon's en- 
trance on the prefidency. This exa- 
miner of the Prefident’s Reply indulges, 
without reftraint, in that tone of re- 
fentment and inveétive, which the fe- 
deral party thought proper to adopt on 
this occafion. In a literary point of 
view, this pamphlet is decent and re- 
{fpectable; but the indecorous viola- 
tions of the refpect due to the firft ma- 
giftrate of the United States, the fee- 
blenefs and inconclufivene(s of much of 
the reafoning, and the miftatements of 
facts, which too often occur, will de- 
{troy all its effeéts on the minds of the 
candid and unprejudiced. 

This pamphlet was {peedily followed 
by “ A Reply to Lucius Junius Bru- 
tus’s Examination of the Prefident’s 
Anfwer to the New Haven Remon- 
ftrance,” &c. under the fignature of 
“ Leonipas.” The object of this 
publication is to vindicate the conduct 
of the Prefident, to deteét the falla- 
cies in the reafoning of Lucius Junius 


Brutus, and to exhibit the artifices of - 


the federalifts to dettroy the influence 
of republican principles in the United 
States. Leonidas fubjoins a fift of col- 
lectors, naval-ofticers, furveyors, fuper- 
vifors, diftriét-attornies, and marthals, 
throughout the union ; by which it ap- 
pears that, notwithttanding all the re- 
movals made by Mr. Jetferfon, out of 
228 of thefe officers, 190 are {till fede- 
ralifts, and only 30 are republicans ! 
As a writer, Leonidas is often extreme- 
ly incorreét, and fometimes {uffers him- 
felf to adopt a ftyle of unreaionable 
afperity. 
Mr. ABRAHAM BisHopP’s “ Oration, 
delivered at Wailingford,” in Connec- 
ticut; and_Mr. Georce J. EACKERS 


“ Oration delivered at the Requett of 
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the Officers of the Brigade of the 
City and County of New York,” &c. 
on the 4th of July, 1801, the anniver- 
fary of American Independence, con- 
tain warm, enthufiaftic, and often ex- 
travagant expreflions of the particular 


political opinions and fentiments which 
they refpectively hold. 


THEOLOGY AND SERMONS, 


Under this head, we notice, with great 
fatistaction, ** The Works of the Rev. 
Dr. WITHERSPOON, late Prefident of 
the College of Princeton,” &c. in four 
volumes. ‘The defign of raifing a mo- 
nument to the honour of that diftin- 
guifhed man, by this edition of his 
works, mutt*afford pleafure to every 
friend of religion, literature, and ]i- 
berty. The expectations we had form- 
ed of the merit of this publication 
have been abundantly gratified. In 
perufing it, we were equally pleafed 
with the keennefs and brilliancy of the 
author’s wit, the vigour and foundnets 


of his judgment, and that noble dig- ’ 


nity of virtue and confiltency of prin- 
ciples and character, which fhine 
throughout with uniform and undimi- 
nifhed luftre. ‘Thefe volumes are faid 
to contain all his works. Many of the 
pieces were never before committed to 
the prefs; the greater part was pub- 
lifhed at different times during his life, 
and has been repeatedly read, criticifed, 
and admired. Though we place this 
publication under the head of theolo- 
gy, becaufe it chiefly confilts of matter 
of that defcription, it 1s proper to ob- 
ferve that this colleétion of the au- 
thor’s works is fomewhat mifcellane- 
ous, as will appear from the following 
arrangement of them :—Vol. I. con- 
tains An Effay on Juftification; a Prac- 
tical Treatife on Regeneration, and fix- 
teen Sermons.—Vol, 2. thirty-one Ser- 
mons.—Vol. 3. aa Inquiry into the 
Scripture-meaning of Charity; a fe~ 
rious Inquiry into the Nature and Ef- 
fe&ts of the Stage; Ecclefialticat Cha- 
raéteriftics ; a ferious Apology for the 
{ame ; the Hiltory of a Corporation of 
Servants ; Lectures on Moral Philofo- 
hy ; Leétures on Eloquence 5 Letters 
on Education ; Eflay on Money; Let- 
ters on Marriage; a Pattoral Letter. 
—Vol. 4. Lectures on Divinity; feve- 
ral Speeches in Congrefs ; and fome in 
different Ecclefiaftical Courts in Britain 
and America; the Druid, a periodical 
Publication ; pane in ae 
of New Jerfey; an : 
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of {mail pieces on political, moral, and 
other fubjects. 

Mr. Harris, Paft-grand Chaplain to 
the Grand Lodge, and Chaplain to the 
Grand Royal Arch-chapter of Maffa- 
chufetts, has lately publifhed, ** Dif- 
courfes delivered on Public Occafions, 
illuftrating the Principles, difplaying 
the Tendency, and vindicating the 
Defigns of Free-mafonry.”” The author 
fhews himfelf to be an able advocate of 
the caufe of Free-mafonry. Perhaps 
we might juflly allow him the credit of 
having exhibited his fubjeét in more 
interefting and favourable points of 
view than any writer who has preced- 
ed him in the fame path. Aud thefe 
difcourfes may probably render a real 
fervice to fociety, by aflifting to banith 
the jealoufies and fufpicions of free- 
mafonry, which, within a few years 
have gained fomuch ground, efpecially 
among thofe political and religious fa- 
natics, who not long fince pretended to 
fze, in every privste meeting, proofs of 
a con{piracy againft all government and 
religion, and to trace in their docu- 
ments and communications all the 
plots and horrors of jacobinifm. 

From the pen of the Rev. Dr. Dana 
we find * Two Difcourtes :—1. on the 
Commencement of anew Year; 2.on 
the Completion of the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury; delivered in New Haven, Con- 
necticut; the former January 4, and 
the latter January 11, 1801. The bafis 
of both is laid in thefe words of the 
wife preacher—** One generation paf- 
feth away, and another generation 
cometh; but the earth abiceth for 
ever.” As might naturally be expeé- 
ed, the author, in the firlt difcourie, 
applies the admonition contained in 
his text to the viciffitudes of the patt 
year, dwelling on the varieties of life, 
the inefficacy of its pleafures to con- 
fer happinefs, the tranfitory nature 
even of this imperfect enjoyment, and 
the fuccefiion of new generations of 
men, new fchemes, purfuits, and fa- 
fhions, which form the hiftory of the 
world ; and contrafting with thefe the 
faithtulnefs of God, the permanency of 
his decrees, and the immutability of 

his character. Inthe fecond difcourfe, 
Dr. Danaemploys the doctrine exhibit- 
ed in his text to illuftrate the viciffi- 
tudes of the century jult completed, 
Extending his views beyond the limits 
of a year, he directs his attention to 
the political revolutions, the moral 
changes, the improvements in litera.

_ Among the fingle fermons, we think 
it proper to notice that of the Rey. Dr. 
TRUMBULL, on “ The Dignity of 
Man, efpecially as difplayed in Civil 
sovernment.” In the ttate of Connec. 
ticut, the annual election at Hartford 
is always attended with a religious fo. 
lemnity. Aclergyman of the ftate is 
appointed by the governor to deliver q 
fermon on the occafion, which is regu- 
larly, asa matter of courfe, committed 
to the prefs; and this fermon is one 
of the fruits of that annual appoint- 
ment. Though detftitute of the graces 
of compofition, and abounding in al- 
moft every {pecies of verbal inaccura- 
cy, this pertormance is fenfible and ju- 
dicious. 

Before the ‘* Humane Society of 
Maflachufetts,” which was. inftituted 
in the year 1784, with defign * to 
promote the Caule of Humanity gene- 
rally, by purfuing fuch Means as have 
for their Object the Prefervation of 
Human Life, and the Alleviation of its 
Miferies,’ the Rev. Dr. Morse lately 
preached ** A Sermon,” the fubject of 
which is founded on Proverbs xi. 17. 
—‘¢ The merciful man doth good to 
his own foul.’ From this text, the 
author gives a brief difplay of the cha- 
racter, duties, and rewards of the mer- 
ciful, This he does ina ftyle of fim- 
plicity, good fenfe, and piety, becoming 
the puipit and the occafion. 

In the Rev. Mr. Mason's fermon 
on * Pardon of Sin in the Blood of 
Jefus,” we obferve, now and then, 
fome of the traces of a rapid and ar- 
dent eloquence; but there 1s a pofi- 
tivenefs and intolerance, not to fay ar- 
rogance, in his manner of inculcating 
and defending truth, which 1s always 
difgutting to the rational reader. 

The Rev. Mr. Hotmes’s ‘* Sermon 
preached at Cambridge’ (Maffachu- 
fetts), January 4, 1801, in a fummary 
manner recounts the moft interefting 
events of that country within the lait 
century, and exhibits a minute review 
of the progrefs of Cambridge fince Its 
firft fettlement.

Here the reafon- 
ing which he adopts is of the analogi- 
cal kind, pointing out the fimnilarity of 
appearatice and effeét between terref. 
trial and folar electricity ; or, in other 
words, between electron, as it operates 
In our mundane fyftem, and electron, 
as it manifefts itfelf in and about the 
body of the fun. This part of the work is 
managed with a great deal of ingenu- 
ity and force of mind. The feventh 
and lait divifion contains fuggeftions 
as to the means neceffary for fubject- 
ing this hypothefis to the teit of direct 
experiment.

Mr. Honeywoop's * Poems, with 
fome Pieces in Profe,” though intitled 
to praife on feveral accounts, do not 
feem likely to procure for him the ho- 
nours of pofthumous renown.
